Best Policy? 


All g enera liza tio ns—including the o ne tha t 
crime do es no t pa y — o ug ht to be held up a nd 
ex a mined so metimes to a scerta in whether they 
a re g enera lly true o r no t. 
Ta ke a no ther o f them, well cliched, “ ho nesty 
is the best po licy .” It is no t a lwa y s true. Mo st 
perso ns kno w ex a mples o f ho nesty being a po o r 
po licy , especia lly fo r the ho nest ma n. They see 
the disho nest pro spering , a nd the ho nest in need. 
As fo r crime, there a re ma ny indica tio ns 
tha t it pa y s ha ndso mely . Usua lly it do esn’t pa y 
o ff if the crimina l g ets ca ug ht, but fro m wha t 
we rea d in the news a t present we wo nder if 
mo st sma rt o nes do no t g et a wa y . 
There a re thing s in life mo re impo rta nt tha n 
ha v ing the best po licy , o r finding so mething tha t 
pa y s. There is a rig htness o r wro ng ness here 
which is mo re impo rta nt tha n either po licies o r 
pa y ment. Ho nesty is rig ht, a lwa y s rig ht, whether 
it pa y s o r no t. 
Whether it pa y s ha s no thing to do with it. 
There is a n a bso luteness a bo ut ho nesty tha t 
ma kes a ny questio n o f whether it is the best 
po licy co mpletely irrelev a nt. 
To co mmit a crime a nd g et ca ug ht is no 
do ubt a pa inful ex perience. But to esca pe ma kes 
no pro fo und difference. Ta ke the ma n who 
stea ls. He ma y no t g et ca ug ht, but by stea ling 
he beco mes a thief. And to be a thief, ca ug ht 
o r unca ug ht, is tra g ic. 
Whether crime pa y s o r do esn’t pa y is mo r­ 
a lly irrelev a nt. The punishment tha t fits a crime 
is to beco me in o ne’s o wn ey es a crimina l. 
And if o ne beco mes so inured to disho nesty 
a nd ha rdened to crime tha t it do esn’t hurt, to 
kno w o neself to be disho nest is the wo rst punish­ 
ment o f a ll.

These Days

I More On Doctors 


VMien I read a paragraph su ch as this I find my .self 
shocked and su rprised: 
“There is no sense in y earning for a long-dead 
world of large homes in which generations lived u nder 
one roof, in which American women had not y et entered 
bu siness and indu stry , and devoted them.selves to hou se­ 
work and care 
the aged, simply to avoid the cu rrent 
problem of medical care of the aged. If we retu rned to 
that world, then the doctors wou ld have to retu rn to 
the era of dedicated doctors who cared for the aged 
in their homes via hou se calls at modest fees. Not one 
doctor wou ld sacrifice his big fat income in the modern 
world for the life of the old-fashioned doctor to whom 
hu man lives were more important than money . . .” 


My owTi experience forces me to come to the 
defense of the medical profession. 1 live and, to the 
su rprise of some, write my copy seven day s a week 
and do many other chores, becau se doctors have 
kept me alive. I have had su ch illnesses as meant 
certain death a few y ears ago; as a resu lt of medi­ 
cation, operations, blood transfu sions and constant 
care, I have do 4ibled my working time. May I say 
that I feel abou t 20 y ears y ou nger than 20 y ears 
ago. I know that only a few y ears back, any one 
with my combination of illnesses, died. 


That I live is du e to a large nu mber of cau ses, the 
most important of which is research in the fu nctions 
of variou s parts of the body and in blood chemistry . 
This re.search costs millions of dollars and thou sands 
of man-hou rs for which 1 did nek pay . In fact, I cmild 
nol pay for this preliminary work done in near-by and 
distant laboratories and on operating tables in thou sands 
of hospitals. 
“The hou se call at modest fees“ is not an ideal to 
be sou ght for the prolongation of life. Even the Com­ 
mon Cold, when a cu re is fou nd for it, and there is 
not one y et, will be the resu lt of Iwig and heart-breaking 
research in biochemical and blood laboratories. 
We need not fewer bu t more hospitals. It u sed to 
be that appendicitis was a dread di.« ease. The other 
day , a small boy friend of mine, who had to have his 
appendix taken ou t, went into the hospital on a Su nday 
afternoon; was operated on .Monday morning: was u p 
on Tu esday , went home on Thu nsday ; has already for­ 
gotten that there had been some pain before the opera­ 
tion. In my childhood, children died of appendicitis or 
of most internal operations 
I know abou t my heart doctor who serves a free 
clinic in his hospital, does special work in a Veterans 
Hospital and generally is on tap from abou t 8 to 8 any 
day . There is no 40 hou r week fo r him. 


We u se a doctor In the cou ntry where we have 
a farm. He i« a dam good general practitioner, the 
kind who makes hou se calls, doing abou t 100 miles 
of driving evcrv Su mmer dav. The nearest hospital 
Is abou t 18 miles from his hou se and if there is no 
other way , he drives a patient to the hospital. 
Du ring many Winter« , he goes to nearby u nlversi- 
tie« for a refresher cou rse, 1 regard him as an 
heroic character, not only becau se of the work he 
doe« for pay , hu t for the work he does for nothing. 
1 know a good deal abou t hi« finance« — fat fee« , 
y ou r grandmother*» whisker» ! 


I was talking to a driver the other day who told me 
abou t a relation of his who was in difficu lties wilh 
arthritis 
When he told me the name of the doctor. I 
recalled how a » mall boy su ffered a dislocation of hi» 
apex du ring a tonsillectomy 
Vou have seen meti and 
women who are crippled for life becau se their heads 
ire twisted ind lean on one shou lder. They cannot 
stand u pright and they live miserably forever. What 
Is it worth to save a child from that? 
Well, a doctor did it. He was a stranger 
He was 
abou t to go to Eu rope on hi« vacation 
The parent« 
kr>ew that the child was in danger of choking becau se 
of the poaitkm of his head in relation to the respiratory 
organs 
The doctor was fammis for this specialty 
He 
postponed the vacation 
That child is now a man who 
has a brilliant career.

Action Against Steel Based On Assumption 


WASHINGTON-Presidont Ken­ 
nedy has alway s maintained that 
he acted in the “pu blic interest'* 
in 
the 
steel-price 
controversy . 
His brother, the Attorney Gen­ 
eral, has ju st given some inter­ 
esting backgrou nd on what hap­ 
pened. He say s that the Admini.s- 
tration based its action on an 
“assu mption” or “u nderstanding“ 
that the steel indu stry wou ld ab­ 
sorb the added wage cost of $ 100 
million withou t increasing prices. 
Did the steel companies, how­ 
ever, 
have 
any 
su ch 
“u nder­ 
standing” with the government 
when nricec were advanced or 
even when they were held down? 
Was there concerted action be­ 
tween the White Hou se and any 
steel company to fix the price of 
steel at present levels'* Did the 
Administration encou rage any il­ 
legal act^ 
In an antitru st case of 1940, oil 
companies, which had been in­ 
d ic ts for fixing the price of 
gasoline, argu ed that a govern­ 
mental agency had encou raged, 
co-operated and 
acqu iesced 
in 
their program. Ru t the Su preme 
Cou rt of the United States ru led: 
“Under the Sherman 
Act 
a 
combination formed for the pu r­ 
pose and with the effect of rais­ 
ing. depressing, fixing, pegging, 
or stabilizing the price of a com­ 
modity in interstate or foreign 
commerce is illegal per se . 
. . 
“Thou gh employ es of the gov­ 
ernment 
may 
have known 
of 
those programs and winked at 
them or tacitly approved them, 
no immu nity wou ld have thereby 
been obtained 
“ For as we have seen price- 
fixing combinations which Jack 
congressional sanction are illegal 
per se ’’ 
The Attorney General last Su n­

spoke 
on 
the 
American 
Broadcastinng 
Company ’s 
pro­ 
gram called "Issu es and Ans­ 
wers" 
and 
indicated 
that

wou ld have welcomed a concert­

the President and Mr, Goldberg.

“It was u nderstood in the meet­ 
ings with the steel execu tives. 
Mr. Blou gh and others, that this 
effort was to be made so that 
with the u nion’s demands being 
reasonable that the price of steel 
wou ld not have to be raised It 
was with this u nderstatnding that 
the President and Arthu r Gold­ 
berg went ahead and finally , I 


think, throu gh their efforts pre­ 
vailed u pon the u nion to keep 
their demands in extremely rea­ 
sonable level which was recog­ 
nized by all throu ghou t the Unit­ 
ed States and a contract was 
signed on very rea.sonable terms 
and recognizeil as su ch, and then 
a short time later the steel com­ 
panies, led by U. S. Steel, raised 
their prices. 
“Thereafter realizing what the 
effect wou ld be on the economy 
generally , what the effect wou ld 
he on all of the other Indu stries, 
if thi.s remained, the President 
did what he cou ld to exert (as­ 
sert) the pu blic interest and the 
variou s branches of the depart­ 
ments, variou s branches and de­ 
partments of the e x e c u t i ve 
branch of the government were 
brou ght into play . I think he had 
a responsibility to defend and 
protect the pu blic interest.

Washington feel strongly that the 
whole thing was a mistake and 
will resu lt in added prestige to 
the paper, which has consistently 
opposed the New Frontier They 
believe it has cast President Ken­

Is Honesty The 
Best Policy? 


All generalizations— including the one that 
crime does not pay — ought to be held up and 
examined sometimes to ascertain whether they 
are generally true or not. 
Take another of them, well cliched, ‘‘honesty 
is the best policy.” It is not always true. Most 
persons know examples of honesty being a poor 
policy, especially for the honest man. They see 
the dishonest prospering, and the honest in need, 
As for crime, there are many indications 
that it pays handsomely. Usually it doesn’t pay 
off if the criminal gets caught, but from what 
we read in the news at present we wonder if 
most smart ones do not get away. 
There are things in life more important than 
having the best policy, or finding something that 
pays. There is a rightness or wrongness here 
which is more important than either policies or 
payment. Honesty is right, always right, whether 
it pays or not. 
Whether it pays has nothing to do with it. 
There is an absoluteness about honesty that 
makes any question of whether it is the best 
policy completely irrelevant. 
To commit a crime and get caught is no 
doubt a painful experience. But to escape makes 
no profound difference. 
Take the man who 
steals. He may not get caught, but by stealing 
he becomes a thief. And to be a thief, caught 
or uncaught, is tragic. 
Whether crime pays or doesn’t pay is mor­ 
ally irrelevant. The punishment that fits a crime 
is to become in one’s own eyes a criminal. 
And if one becomes so inured to dishonesty 
and hardened to crime that it doesn’t hurt, to 
know oneself to be dishonest is the worst punish­ 
ment of all.

More On Doctors 


When I read a paragraph such as this I find myself 
shocked and surprised: 
"There is no sense in yearning for a long-dead 
world of large homes in which generations lived under 
one roof, in which American women had not yet entered 
business and industry, and devoted themselves to house­ 
work and care of the aged, simply to avoid the current 
problem of medical care of the aged. If we returned to 
that world, then the doctors would have to return to 
the era of dedicated doctors who cared for the aged 
in their homes via house calls at modest fees. Not one 
doctor would sacrifice his big fat income in the modern 
world for the life of the old-fashioned doctor to whom 
human lives were more important than money . . . ” 


My own experience forces me to come to the 
defense of the medical profession. I live and, to the 
surprise of some, write my copy seven days a week 
and do many other chores, because doctors have 
kept me alive. I have had such illnesses as meant 
certain death a few years ago; as a result of medi­ 
cation, operations, blood transfusions and constant 
care, I have doubled my working time. May I say 
that I feel about 20 years younger than 20 years 
ago. I know that only a few years back, anyone 
with my combination of illnesses, died. 


That I live is due to a large number of causes, the 
most im portant of which is research in the functions 
of various parts of the body and in blood chemistry. 
This research costs millions of dollars and thousands 
of man-hours for which I did not pay. In fact. I could 
not pay for this prelim inary work done in near-by and 
distant laboratories and on operating tables in thousands 
of hospitals. 
"The house call at modest fees” is not an ideal to 
be sought for the prolongation of life 
Even the Com­ 
mon Cold, when a cure is found for it, and there is 
not one yet, will be the result of long and heart-breaking 
research in biochemical and blood laboratories. 
We need not fewer but more hospitals. 
It used to 
be that appendicitis was a dread disease. 
The other 
day. a small boy friend of mine, who had to have his 
appendix taken out. went into the hospital on a Sunday 
afternoon; was operated on Monday morning; was up 
on Tuesday, went home on Thursday; has already for­ 
gotten that there had been some pain before the opera­ 
tion. In my childhood, children died of appendicitis or 
of most internal operations 
I know about my heart doctor who serves a free 
clinic in his hospital, does special work in a Veterans 
Hospital and generally is on tap from about 8 to 8 any 
day. There is no 40 hour week for him. 


We use a doctor in the country where we have 
a farm. He is a darn good general practitioner, the 
kind who makes house calls, doing about IOO miles 
of driving every Summer day. The nearest hospital 
Is about IS miles from his house and if there is no 
other way, he drives a patient to the hospital. 
During many Winters, he goes to nearby universi­ 
ties for a refresher course. 
I regard him as an 
heroic character, not only because of the work he 
does for pay, hut for the work he does for nothing. 
I know a good deal about his finances — fat fees, 
your grandmother’s whiskers! 


I was talking to a driver the other day who told me 
about a relation of his who was in difficulties with 
arthritis. When he told me the name of the doctor, I 
recalled how a small boy suffered a dislocation of his 
apex during a tonsillectomy 
You have seen men and 
women who are crippled for life because their heads 
are twined and lean on one shoulder. 
They cannot 
stand upright and they live miserably forever. 
What 
is it worth to save a child from that? 
Well, a doctor did it. He was a stranger 
Re was 
about to go to Europe on his vacation 
The parents 
knew that the child was in danger of choking because 
of the position of his head in relation to the respiratory 
organs. The doctor was famous for this specialty. He 
postponed the vacation. That child is now a man who 
has a brilliant career.

Action Against Steel Based On Assumption 


WASHINGTON—President Ken­ 
nedy has always m aintained that 
he acted in the ‘‘public interest" 
in 
the 
steel-price 
controversy. 
His brother, the Attorney Gen­ 
eral, has just given some inter­ 
esting background on what hap­ 
pened. He says that the Adminis­ 
tration based its action on an 
"assum ption" or "understanding" 
that the steel industry would ab­ 
sorb the added wage cost of $100 
million without increasing prices. 
Did the steel companies, how­ 
ever, 
have 
any 
such 
"under­ 
standing" 
with the government 
when nr ices were advanced or 
even when they were held dow-n? 
Was there concerted action be­ 
tween the White House and any 
steel company to fix the price of 
steel at present levels? Did the 
Administration encourage any il­ 
legal act0 
In an antitrust case of 1940, oil 
companies, which had been in­ 
dicted for 
fixing the price of 
gasoline, argued that a govern­ 
mental agency had encouraged, 
co-operated 
and 
acquiesced 
in 
their program. But the Supreme 
Court of the United States ruled: 
"Under 
the 
Sherman 
Act 
a 
combination formed for the pur­ 
pose and with the effect of rais­ 
ing, depressing, fixing, pegging, 
or stabilizing the price of a com­ 
modity in interstate or foreign 
comm erce is illegal per se . . . . 
"Though employes of the gov­ 
ernm ent 
may 
have 
known 
of 
those program s and winked at 
them or tacitly approved them, 
no immunity would have thereby 
been obtained

As has happened in Washington 
and elsewhere so often in the 
past, the press aides involved are
